1. Claims 27-28, 34-35 and 40-41 are pending. 

2. Amendment filed 06/10/2005 has been received and 
considered . 

Specification 

3. The objection to the specification has been withdrawn based 
on the filed amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The rejections under the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112 
have been withdrawn based on the filed amendments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

Claims 40-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 

claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 40-41 relate only to a program, which is not tangible and 

is therefore non-statutory. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language . 

2. Claims 27-28, 34-35 and 40-41 are rejected under 35 

U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Girerd et al (US 6131067). 

As per claims 27-28, 34-35 and 40-41, Girerd et al 
discloses input inputting an output from a device used for 
detecting information for positioning a part; transmitting to 
the remote site data and a GPS signal in accordance with the 
output, wherein the data is used as identification in connection 
with the remote site (see column 2 lines 36-53) . 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 27-28, "34-35 
and 40-41 have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. McGovern et al 
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(US 5978768) discloses positioning information used as 
identification information when connecting to a remote site; (JP 
11352222) discloses an identification method of remote data 
transmission terminal that involves using positional data about 
transmission terminal for terminal identification.
